In consequence, in every 
war between people of good mili­

One occurred at Fredricksburg on 
the day when half the brigades of 
Meagher and Caldwell lay on the

New Hampshire, and it lost 186 out 
of 500 men who made the charge.

behind a fence, within easy range of 
the confederate rifle pits.
